At the Congressional level a system has been 
devised that in theory is a good system: Have a 
committee appointed by the President deter. 
mine the salary, and unless Congress votes it 
down in 30 days, it is law. 

Two years ago that resulted in an increase of 
$12,100 because the final vote taken in the House

The courts ruled — properly —that the House 
had failed to meet the requirement of the law to 
stop the increase, 

I voted against the increase two years ago 
and I shall vote against this increase 

It is too much, considering our hage budget

But an even more important argument 
against it, in my opinion, is that it removes 
members of Congress a little farther from the 
pains and struggles of the average citizen.

If a person is injured and he is able to 
show that another party was negligent, 
this may not be sufficient to establish 
liability. The person who was harmed will 
also have to demonstrate that the 
wrongdeer's negligence was a “proximate 
cause" of the injury. A “proximate cause” 
is one which produces the injury through a 
“continuous sequence of events” with no 
subsequent independent act causing the 
harm. A recent case will help itfustrate this 
requirement of proximate cause. 

In this matter, a woman was hospitalized 
for surgery. She was placed on an 
operating room table, and an independent- 
ly employed nurse knocked over an IV pole 
wittr a giass bottle attached. The bottle 
landed on the woman’s mouth and caused 
dental injuries. The victim sued the. 
hospital and alleged negligence on its part . 
in using a glass IV bottle rather than a soft 
plastic bag. * 

The hospital attempted to have the case | 
dismissed on the ground that the use of

cause” of the plaintiff's injuries. The 
hospital argued that the independently 
employed nurse was an “intervening 
cause." It felt the independent act of the 
nurse in knocking over the pole was the 
proximate cause of the injury rather than 
any negligence which could be attributed 
to the hospital. 

The Court agreed with the ‘hospital's 
position and.granted a summary judgment 
in favor of the medical facility. The Ap- 
pellate Court affirmed the decision of the 
trial court, and noted that the proximate 
cause was the independent act of the 
nurse rather than the hospital's use of the 
glass bottle. The Court went on to state 
that even if the hospital were negligent 
here, its negligence inusing a glass bottle 
rather than a plastic bag merely furnished 
a condition which made the injury possi- 
ble. It was the independent act of the nurse 
in knocking over the pole which was the 
“proximate cause" of the injury. Thus, 
there was no liability on the part of the

‘Mehelic said, 50 percent of the 
‘sophomore class and about 45 
tpercent of the freshman class 
ireceived at least one ‘‘F”’’ during 
tthe first grading period of this 
school year. That is a horrible 

* report. 


But we can’t live in a dream 
world. When the educational sys- 
tem—needs--eorreeting, somebody 
has got to do something. Mehelic 
is admitting there’s a problem, 
and he should be praised for it. 

Before he made the problem 
public, the principal and others 
went to work on fixing it. They 
have devised an experimental in- 
school suspension program that 
will help monitor students in the 
same method as the school’s tar- 
diness procedure. 

Missed assignments will net 
first a warning, then detention, 
then in-school suspension, the lat- 
es at the discretion of the princi- 
pal. 5 

Unorthodox methods of educa- 
tion have been adopted in the last 
decade to help cure the growing 
diseases of illiteracy and apathy. 

Madison's method may not 
work, but by saying there is a 
problem, Bob Mehelic is showing 
taxpayers, parents, teachers and 
students that apathy is not wel 
come in his school. 


‘Prepare for execution debate 


Metro East has not avoided the 
:kinds of crimes ‘that sometimes 
ead to execution of those who 
sare responsible.

Charles Walker, convicted of 
killing a Mascoutah couple in a 
1983 armed robbery, has asked to 
be executed without further 
delay. It could happen if a feder- 
al appeals court in Chicago 
upholds a lower court. 

There are 118 men on death 
row in Illinois, all housed at the 
Menard and Pontiac prisons. 

Some people regard this kind of 
wailing as constitutionally-banned 
eruel and unusual punishment. 
Some feel society cannot justify 
taking human life regardless of 
what crime may have occurred. 
Some say delay is wrong, but not 
the penalty., they would prefer 
that governmental officials get on 
with the process. 

The pendulum may be swinging 
back toward implementing the 
death penalty in this state. There 
is little or no rejoicing over such 
a prospect, no matter which side 
of the debate a person may take. 
But Illinoisans of all viewpoints 
soon may need to prepare them- 
selves for the emotional trauma 
associated with the topic.

Security cuts not fix for deficit 


To the editor: 


President George Bush has no great- 
er challenge than dealing with’ the 
nation’s federal budget deficit 

Despite the campaign rhetoric, it is 
obvious that his “flexible freeze” pro 
posal cannot possibly, by itself, elimi 
nate. that enormous deficit. Now that 
the election is over, we are going to 
have to face fiscal reality 

In “1987, Congress created a 12-mem- 
ber bipartisan panel of lawmakers and 
business and labor leaders called the 
National Economic Commission (NEC) 
The commission has been asked to rec- 
ommend to the new president and Con- 
gress steps to help reduce the federal 
deficit 

We recognize that these steps will be 
painful, but we trust that they will be 
fair. We think all citizens — particular- 
ly those who benefit from the tax 
breaks of the past eight years — should 
bear some of the burden in bringing 
down the deficit. 

Unfortunately, if the remarks made 
in September by NEC co-chairman 
Robert Strauss are any indication, the 
commission may be looking for “quick 
fixes” rather than making hard 
choices, 

Strauss suggested at an economics 
conference that the NEC may recom- 
mend cutting Social Security to reduce 
the budget deficit “‘because that’s 
where the money is."" 

Social Security has always been a 
tempting target for budget-cutters seek- 
i imple” solutions. But, as noted 
satirist H.L. Mencken so eloquently put 
it, ‘‘For evéry problem there is the 
solution which is simple, neat — and 
wrong.”’ 

The fact is that Social Security is not 
responsible for our current budget defi- 
cit; it is a self-financed.program that is 
building reserves to meet future needs

by the effects of the 1981 tax cut, com- 
bined with increases in military spend-

Under the law, any savings 
that would derive from Social Security 
cuts could not be used to pay directly 
for expenditures in the general budget, 
but would instead simply add to Séciai 
Security's reserve. 

There’s another compelling reason 
not to tamper with the Social Security 
program. Strauss was correct when he 
said that Social Security is ‘where the 
money But the money is right 
where it’s supposed to be. It’s “there” 
because it will be needed for future 
generations of retirées 

In 1983, our’ nation decided that the 

‘pay-as-you-go system — in which 
ayroll taxes paid by workers go direct- 
y to retirees, survivors and disabled 
persons in the form of benefit 
checks — would be insufficient to meet 
the needs of future retirees, particular 
ly members of the *‘baby boom’? gener 
ation who will begin retiring in about 20 
years. 

Therefore, a conscious decision was 
made to build up the reserves in the 
Social Security trust fund in order to 
assure future generations of the 
nation's ability to make good on its 
retirement promises. 

It would be foolish and shortsighted 
for America to renege on its longstand- 
ing commitment to current and future 
retirees because of the short-term pres- 
sures of deficit debates. 

In fact, the best way for today’s 
working Americans to ensure that 
Social Security will be there for them 
when they retire is to join with today’s 
retirees in sending a message to our 
nation’s politicians: Leave Social Secu 
rity alone!

The display of revelry leading 
up to the throwing of thé switch 
was not.a childish display for 
the TV cameras.

“Burn, Bundy, Burn," 
one placard. ‘‘Ride the Current, 
Bundy,"’ id another. Those 
were the signs I remember most 
from the rapidly panning cam- 
era, but banners covered the 
site, much like a scene from 
Yankee Stadium. 

Ted Bundy brought notoriety 
to Starke, Fla. He also attracted 
the crazies. 

On Tuesday, Jan, 24, 1989; a 
life ended in the electric chair 
The body was a victim of a 
2,000-volt surge of electricity; 
the -soul was a victim of a life 
that soured midway through 

Bundy's life — ang death — 
has been written about exhaus- 
tively. His TV mini-series drew 
big ratings. We followed all of it 
with the morbid curiosity of our 
human_nature.

What value do we place on 
human life?

The number of farms in’ Madi- 
Son and St. Clair. counties—has 
decreased by slightly more than 
13 percent in the last five years, 
according to statistics released 
by the U-S. Department of Agri- 
culture.

echelon drug traffickers and to 
initiate asset forfeiture proceed 
ings.

Both Cornwell and Tom Jett, 
manager of the St. Clair County 
Farm Bureau, agreed there 
were several reasons.

“We've had a lot of farmers 
retire,’ Cornwell said. “If there 
is nota son~to take over 
operations, the farm is usually 
dispersed or sold.”’ 

Cornwell also said financial 
problems in the farming indus- 
try have caused some farmers to 
simply get out of the business. 

“The five-year period reflected 
(in ‘the census) has been one of 
the roughest for farmers,’’ he 
said. 

Jett said he didn’t think the 
economy has had a big effect on 
the number of St. Clair County 
farmers. 

“We've had our share of 
(financial) problems,’’ he said 
“But—for-the- most-part-farmers 
in this area are fairly conserva- 
tive so’ they’ve avuided some of 
the financial problems other 
farmers have faced."" 

Both Cornwell and Jett said 
the decrease in the number of 
farms has led to an increase in 
the size of the farms remaining. 

During the five-year period of 
the census the average size of 
farms in the two counties 
incréased’ to 234 acres from 210 
, a 10.3 percent increase 
Throughout the state, farm sizes 
increased by about 9.5 percent. 

“That's part of a trend we've 
been seeing since the 1920s,"" 
Jett said , 

Cornwell said he expects the 
trends to continue, but said they

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Court program helps abu sed 
children in St. Clair County 


BELLEVILLE — “Jimmy’’~ is 
not his real name, but not many 
people know his real name, ,or 
ever seemed to really care what— 
it is. He was abused and neglect- 
ed in his own home,, severely 
burned in one foster home, and 
not allowed to go to school. in 
another.foster home. ea 

He’s 5.* And he’s now deaf, 
developmentally delayed and 
badly scarred from his burns. 

CASA Program Director Julie 
Fallin said she thinks some. of 
Jimmy’s problems could have 
been avoided if someone had 


my had no adults speaking up on. 
his behalf, until his court case 
was assigned to a CASA volun- 
teer. 

CASA stands for ‘‘Court-Ap- 
pointed Special Advocate,” and 
refers to the individual volun- 
teers, who-are called CASAs. 

‘According to the CASA Pro- 
gram’s statement’ of philosophy 
and goals, ‘‘the goal of the CASA 
Program is to. assign trained, 
capable volunteers to represent 
the interests of individual abused 
and neglected children ih the 


court process.”” 


When a CASA is appointed to 
help an abused or neglected 
child’ who has been removed 


. chitd’s 


from his or Her horfe by the 
courts, the volunteer interyiews 
the child, family members, fos- 
ter family members, teachers, 
social workers—anyone who can 
give the advocate an insight into 
the child's situation. 

The CASA looks into aydilable 
alternatives, _such-as—living—with. 
relatives or placement in-a fos- 
ter home, and prepares a writ- 
ten report giving a recommenda- 
tion for where Se ge should 
be nently placed. 

the CASA submits the report 
at least four days before the 

court hearing, and 
appears in court at+the hearing 
to present the report and recom- 
mendation, 

After the child is returned’ to 
his or her parents or placed per- 
manently in a foster heme, the 
CASA moniters the situation for 
18 months to make sure every- 
thing is going OK. 


Fallin said the program took : 


its first cases in mid-November. 
The children come from all over 
St. Clair County: s 
“Basically we're dealing with 
sexual abuse and neglect ¢ases,”” 
Fallin said. ‘Currently it’s 
heavy on the sexual abuse."” 
Circuit Judge Milton Wharten; 
who haridies juvenile cases in St 


Clair County, said the CASA 
Program ‘is vei luable in’ this 
county, where case loads 
make_it nearly impossible for 
social workers and other fes- 
sionals to give each child-the 
attention he or she deserves. 


_In_the ‘county, —each~ child 
involved. in an abuse oF neglect 
case is assigned a “‘guardian ad 
litem” to represent him ‘or. her. 
However, the county has only 
two. guardians ad litem, who are 
lawyers with private ‘practices, 
and so have very little time to 
devote to individual cases, Whar- 
gon said. 


That’s where the CASA comes 
in. A CASA haS-the time to 
-spend with’ the child one-on-one, 
and. presents the court with a 
report the guardian ad litem 


wauld not have the time to pre-_ 


pare. ¢ is 


“Besides Chicago, we have the 
largest case load of any county 
of abuse and neglect cases in the 
State of Ulinois, and two guard 
ians ad litem can’t possibly go 
out and do the job that’s expec- 
ted of them,"’ Wharton said. 
“With the CASA volunteers and 
the-two lawyers, f-think we can 
do the job.”

David Carle, a Simon spokes 
man, said Simon had no com 
ment on Skoien's announcement, 
adding that it is up to Republi- 
cans to decide who they want as 
their candidate.

Rep. Monroe Flinn, D-Cahokia, 
in the last general election 
he wa 
when Skoien visited Fairview 
Heights in late January

Goins admitted Skoien would 
have a tough time beating Simon 
in the Democratic stronghold of 
St. Clair County, and particular- 
ly in East St. Louis 

But Goins said Skoien could 
get enough votes in the rest of 
the state to pull off an upset. 

Skoien acknowledged heavily 
Democratic St. Clair and Cook 
counties would be potential trou- 
ble spots should he run against 
Simon. . ; 

But Skoien said he may’ make 
some inroads with Cook’ County 
voters since it’s his home area 

Skoien said he feels Simon’s 
voting record doesn’t reflect the 
thinking of Illinois voters. 

“He’s been a little to the left 

IHinois residents on defense 

Skoien said. 

° very interested in 
increasing spending jn sociat 
areas. I don’t disagree with that, 
but you can't have a ‘sky’s the 
limit’ zpproach. He also voted 
against the death penalty for 
drug kingpins.” 

Skoien said he favors main- 
taining a strong defense and lim 
iting the role of government in 
society. 

Asked -his opinion of the pro- 
posed joint-use civilian and mili- 
tary airport at Scott Air Force 
B aid that, based on 

about the pro- 
posed expansion, he would favor 
it, though he hasn’t made a final 
decision 


“I believe there’s a need for 
more airplane landing space,”* 
Skoien said 


“You're never going to make 
everyone happy with these sorts 
of things, but I think it’s 
ously an economic benefit.” 


Skoien said he’s serious about 
running in 1990, but his candida- 
cy will depend on who else in 
the Republican Party is interest 
ed in Simon’s seat, and on his 
ability to raise campaign funds 


“That is the single most 
important campaign issue," 
Skoien said. “Federal campaign 
laws are very biased in favor of 


the incumbent." 


Skoien said that while many 
people do not know him, he feels 
he would be qualified to be a 
U.S. senator if he does get his 
party's nomination 


Before being named executive 
director of the Capital Develop- 
ment Board in August 1983, 
Skoien served as an assistant in 
c James Thomp$®n's office 
for three years 


He represented Thompson in 
discussions with state social 
agencies, including the Depart 
ment of Mental Health and the 
Department of Public Health. 


“My experience has been. 
brick ‘and mortar to human ser- 
vices," Skoien said
